Mr. Van Cleef has been for seven years professor of geography at the State Normal 
School, Dulutb, Minn. He has specialized mainly in climatology and the application 
of geography to business. His principal publications include : Climatic Influences on 
the Economic Development of Australia (Ball. Geogr. Soc., Philadelphia, Vol. 8, 
No. 4, 1910); A Geographic Study of £>uluth {Bull. Amer. Geogr. Soc., Vol. 47, 
April-May, 191;); The Sugar Beet in Germany, with Special Attention to Its Rela- 
tion to Climate, ibid.. Vol. 44, June-July, 1912); A Rainfall (Wall) Map of the 
United States (Rand, McNally & Co., 1916). 

£>r. Porsild, who is well known as an authority on Arctic botany, has been Director of the 
Danish Arctic Station at Disko, Greenland, since its foundation in 1906. Dr. 
Potsild has taken advantage of his rare opportunities to engage in the study of Eskimo 
culture and he has contributed several interesting and valuable papers on this subject 
to the Meddelelter om Gronland.

Professor Jefferson is professor of geography at the State Normal College, Ypsilanti, 
Michigan. His studies deal especially with human geography, particularly with the 
distribution of population. Among his numerous papers and publications may be 
mentioned: The Anthropography of Some Great Cities (Ball. Amer. Geogr. Soc, 
Vol. 41, 1909); The Culture of the Nations (ibid.. Vol. 43, 1911); Utah, The 
Oasis at the Foot of the Wasatch (Geogr. Rev., May, 191^); The Distribution of 
British Cities, and the Empire (ibid., Nov., 1917); The .Rain&ll of Java (ibid., June, 
1918); Teachers' Geography; Man and Climate (191 1); Notes on the Geography of 
Europe (1917). 

Mr. Wallis is an authority on the teaching of geography, on which subject he published 
an important book in 191;. His attention was more especially directed to Austria- 
Hungary while assisting in the compilation of the Royal Geographical Society's emer- 
gency war map of Europe, on which occasion the sheets covering this country were 
allotted to him. In this connection he discussed a new method of mapping density of 
population and distribution of nationalities (Geographical Journal, March, 1916). 
Articles on the Danube Monarchy by Mr. Wallis that have appeared in the Reoiew 
are: one on Hungary in December, 1917, one on Austria in July, 1918, and in 
August, the first of a series on Nationalities in Hungary. Others of his papers deal 
with the rainfall of the United States and (in the January, 1917, Reoiew) the 
industrial geography of central England.
